The agreem ent, covering two 
years, included m any things be­ 
sides entertainm ent, however. 
Medical, scientific, industrial 
and 
scholastic 
exchanges 
in 
1964-65 are called for. 
Each side pledged to increase 
the num ber cf exchanges in the 
perform ing 
arts—theater, 
bal­ 
let, 
orchestras—but 
the 
in­ 
creases w ere not great. 
F rom 
the United 
States 
in 
3964-65 will come the Oberlin 
(Ohio) 
College Choir, 
Holiday 
on Ice, the Pro-Musica C ham ­ 
ber O rchestra, and the Cleve­ 
land Orchestra. 
A fifth num ber perhaps will 
be the M argaret Hilles Choir of 
Chicago but the agreem ent is 
not settled on that. 
The Soviet Union will send to 
the United States the Leningrad 
Ballet 
Com pany, 
the 
Moscow 
Philharm onic O rchestra, a va­ 
riety dance group, and a pro­ 
duction from the Moscow Art 
Theatre. 
The

Company, 
which

made several popular tours in

LANSING (AP) — It may still, 
be a puzzle to the average man- 
in-the-street, but a 15-letter word 
has

m ent,” and the m ere mention of 
it these days will send the n ear­ 
est lawm aker — Republican or 
D em ocrat — i n t o 
a serious 
twitch 
because 
of recent de­ 
velopments. 
Most im portant of these was a 
U.S. Supreme Court decision last 
Monday that had Michigan Dem­ 
ocrats, who favor the “one man, 
one vote” principle of apportion­ 
ment, jumping for joy, and Re­ 
publicans grinding their teeth. 
In this decision, the court said 
G eorgia’s congressional districts 
were 
unconstitutional 
because 
they did not have, “ as near as 
is practicable,” equal num bers 
of people. 
Eyes On High Court 
It was the clearest statem ent 
yet by the U.S. court on the 
question of reapportionment. 
More importantly, it was the 
first time it had appplied the 
“ one man, one vote” principle 
directly to a case in point. 
From that decision, m any of­ 
ficials have draw n the inference 
that the U.S. court eventually 
will apply the “one man, one 
vote” principle to all apportion­ 
m ent — including that of state 
legislatures.

firmed once in M ichigan’s case 
by the State Suprem e Court, in

argued orally before the Michi­ 
gan high court M arch 2. 
The U. S. court ruling referred 
to was the one in which Georgia 
congressional 
districts 
w e r e 
overturned because, 
the 
court 
said, they did not provide equal 
representation for all citizens. 
The Austin-Kleiner brief said 
the decision “ indicates the full- 
fillm ent 
of 
the 
constitutional 
guarantee that citizens have a 
substantially-equal voice at the 
ballot box. 
“ It m akes clear that the ob­

Republicans have based their 
proposal on the apportionm ent 
form ula of the new Michigan 
Constitution, which bases Sen­ 
ate districts 80 per cent on pop­ 
ulation and 20 per cent on area.

George Washington’s birthday anniversary prompts 
I thought: 
Why do we make up fables to illustrate the great­ 
ness of our country’s statesmen when their real lives 
are so much more impressive? 
Why do we have to make so much out of the legend 
that Washington told his father he had, indeed, cut 
down the cherry tree? 
It is fine, of course, that Washington was truthful. 
But it is a pity we must make up fables to illustrate his 
honesty. Washington should be remembered for other, 
greater deeds; for his real accomplishments. 


Born in Westmoreland County, Va., Washington 
did not attend school until after he was l l years old. Yet 
when he was only 16 he started a career as a surveyor. 
It was when he was a surveyor that Gov. Dinwid- 
die of Virginia wished to send a message to the French 
along the Ohio River valley and chose Washington to 
lead a small group of men on the 1,000-mile journey. 
Washington had adventures on that journey that 
were worthy of the Daniel Boone legend. 
When the call went out for soldiers during the 
French and Indian War, Washington met the challenge 
and served bravely. 
Tie was chosen a delegate to the First and Second 
Continental Congresses. 
It was at the second in 1775 
that he was chosen to lead an American army. 
The army consisted of raw, untrained citizens. 
These men had come from their farms at the news of 
trouble. They were without uniforms and camp equip­ 
ment. Their rifles were their own.

Paint It With 
I 
Feather Duster

Want a special decorative ef­ 
fect on a painted surface? 
Try using a feather duster! 
This is no harebrained gim­ 
mick that sounds interesting 
but won’t really work in prac­ 
tice. We’ve seen the results of 
the 
feather-duster 
technique 
and can testify to the novel and 
excellent results it produces. 
It’s not as far out as it seems 
to be at first glance. After all, 
professional masonry workers 
have been creating different 
textured 
finishes 
for 
years 
through s i m i l a r procedures. 
The Italian Travertine Texture 
o f t e n used on stucco is ob­ 
tained by using an ordinary 
whisk broom. After the finish 
coat is applied a n d troweled 
smooth, the whisk broom, held 
at a slight angle, is run along 
the wet mitxure to produce the 
hillocks 
and 
hollows 
which 
distinguish this finish. 
A certain amount of profes­ 
sional skill is necessary to get 
this and other types of stucco 
finishes, but anybody who ex­ 
ercises a little care can get 
good results with paint and a 
feather duster. The first essen­ 
tial, unlike the stucco method, 
is that the base coat be thor­ 
oughly dry before applying any 
paint with a duster. 
Besides the duster and the 
paint, you’ll need a fairly large 
flat, shallow pan of some kind. 
One of the metal trays used 
when applying paint to a rol­ 
ler will do nicely, although a 
pan 
which 
keeps the paint 
level 
is 
preferable. 
There 
should not be more than an 
inch or so of paint in the pan 
or tray while doing the paint­ 
ing. 
If there is any trick at all to 
using the duster, it is to do 
everything 
lightly. 
Dip 
the 
duster into t h e pan lightly; 
touch it lightly to a piece of 
scrap cardboard to remove any 
excess paint; t h e n flick the 
duster lightly against the wail 
or other painted surface. Each 
touch of the duster will pro­ 
duce an unusual, interesting 
and effective design. You can 
space the designs as close to­ 
gether or as far apart as you 
wish. 
In order to get the hang of 
this — and to see whether the 
results will be satisfactory for 
the purpose you have in mind 
— try the procedure first on a 
scrap board or on some wall 
where a bit of experimenting 
is possible. This will enable you 
to determine whether you want 
a strong or a faint design, give 
you some idea of the proper 
spacing and otherwise acquaint 
you with the various effect^ 
that can be obtained.

(1) Provide storage space for 
everything. Nothing takes up 
more space than 
unorganized 
clutter. 
When you get a new 
tool or piece of material, assign 
a storage space to it. 
(2) Use adjustable shelves for

They can be made with 
metal support racks designed 
for this purpose or by drilling 
a row of holes vertically inside 
shelf sides and using wooden or 
metal dowels in the holes to 
support the shelves.
